G.S.R. 249(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 of the All-India Services Act, 
1951 (61 of 1951), the Central Government, after consultation with the Governments of the States concerned, hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the All-India Services (Death-cum-Retiremont Benefits) Rules, 1958, namely;— 

1.(1) These rules may be called the AU-India Services (Death-cum-Retirement Benefits) Amendment Rules, 1998. 
(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 
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2. In rule 16 of the AlUndia Services (Death-cum-Retirement Benefits) Rules, 1958, for sub-rule (1), the following 
sub-rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“ (1) A member of the Service shall retire from the service with effect from the afternoon of the last day of the month 
in which he attains the age of sixty years; 

Provided that a member of the Service whose date of birfli is the first day of a month shall retire from service on the 
afternoon of the last day of the preceding month on attaining the age of sixty years: 

Provided further that a member of the Service dealing with budget work or working as a full-time member of a 
Committee which is to be wound up wi thin a short period may be given extension of service for a period not exceeding three 
months in public interest, with the prior approval of the Central Government.
